We Who observe the day 
are in line with primitive Christianity, 
with the wisdom of the East which 
was guided to His cradle by a star, 
and with the angelic hosts which 
nearly nineteen centuries ago sang 
that song of peace and benediction: 
“Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 

The earth will never tire of listening 
to the entrancing story of the Christ 
Child, and the mystery of His birth 
win the manger at Bethlehem-—--The 
ichurch will never tire of echoing ‘the 
music of that celestial song. Art 
will never tire of taking the story of 
Christ’s birth for its most inspiring 
theme. So long as human hearts beat, 
and human sorrows need relief, and 
human tears flow, just so long will 
the story which Christmas day tells so 
well bring its message of peace on 
earth and good will to men.

‘Christmas Dinner and Relief for 
Many More. 

| The Salvation Army diJ grand work 
yesterday in feeding. the poor and re- 
lieving the needy and indigent. The 
members of the army have been hard 
at work for days gathering funds and 
supplies in anticipation of the Christ- 
inas work, and they feel much gratifi- 
cation with the response that was made 
by the public to their appeals for as- 
sistance in their charitable work. 

Christmas eve supplies were distrib- 
uted at the army’s headquarters on 
Spring street to fifty families. In each 
case where succor was given, sufficient 
provisions to maintain a family for a 
week were provided. 

Yesterday more than six hundred en- 
joyed a good Christmas dinner in the 
large headquarters hall. Four long 
tables were set across the full width of 
the room, and 200 people were fed at 
one time. Three times tha tables were 
crowded from end to end. The bill of 
fare included roast turkey and cran- 
berry sauce, roast beef, mashed po; 
tatoes, beans, bread and butter, tea, 
coffee, apples and oranges, and ‘the 
supply was so plentiful that no one 
went away unsatisfied. 

In addition to the dinner which was 
prepared and served at the headquar- 
ters, a number of dinners were sent 
out to relieve families in,their homes. 

More than $300 was collected during 
the week preceding Christmas by the 
members in the mite boxes on the 
streets, by solicitation and by dona- 
tions delivered at the army’s headquar- 
ters. There was a surplus left over 
last night out of the funds and pro- 
visions contributed sufficient to afford 
relief to 100 families. 

In every instance where assistance 
was extended, the recipients were 
known to be worthy persons. The 
army made it a practice to send out 
its members to investigate the condi- 
tion and merits of all those to whom 
it gave aid. 

It is the purpose of the Salvation 
army to enlarge its work for the relief 
of social distress. It has an organ- 
ized corps of men and women, who 
give up their lives to religious and 
charitable work, and by the character 
of its operations it keeps in closer 
touch with the poorer classes of the 
city than any of the sectarian derfomi- 
nations. Its membership is growing 
steadily and its efficiency to aid the 
distressed is thus zreetiy increased.

Hardly a day passes but one hears 
young men talk about going out to 
Randsburg, Virginia Dale or some 
other newly-found mining locality on 
the desert, where placer diggings are 
only awaiting the coming of the “dry 
washer” and quartz ledges are as thick 
as cactus bushes. All they have to do, 
as they think, is to drive down four 
posts with a claimant’s notice on each 
and then await the coming of the ten- 
derfoot. 

These young gentlemen are reckon- 
ing without their host. The day has 
gone by when men can locate claims 
one day and sell,them the next day 
on the strength of their indications. 
What a man has got to do, in this 


practical world of ours, is to “follow 


his lead” down until he strikes the 
main ore body, timbering his shaft 
well-as he goes along and also doing 
everything in the way of drainage and 
ventilation that the mine may require. 
for its economical working hereafter. 
In a word, he must go ahead and show 
that he has a mine and not a mere 
hole in the ground. 

Men with means are hunting for min- 
ing properties all over the world, but 
they are not buying any holes in the 
ground. They will pay the very high- 
est prices for developed property, but 
they buy no “indications” or traces 
of gold. A quartz ledge six feet in 
width that will yield $4 per ton, is a’ 
better property than a three-foot ledge 
that shows $8 per ton, for the simple

Maj. Moses P. Handy, writing in the 
New York Mail and Express, expresses | 
the opinion that the Pacific Coast will 
be given a position in President Mc- 
Kiniey’s Cabinet. He speaks in a 
highly compiimentary manner of the 
support given by California and Oregon 
to the President-elect in the late cam- 
paign, and refers to the scant recogni- 
tion which this Coast has ‘received, 
heretofore, from Washington.

quartz mine. Fire assays go for little 
or nothing, unless corroborated by 
practical mill-work under the stamps. 
A case in point is that of the famous 
Black Rock ledge in Lassen county. 
It was discovered in 1867 by a hunter 
who was killing deer for their hides. 
He brought some specimens of the 
rock to Chico, in Butte county, where 
they were analyzed by a chemist. 

The results by the cupellation process 
used by the chemist were something 
bordering on the marvellous. Of seven 
samples tested by him only one ran be- 
low $70 to the ton, while one went as 
high as $125. All the samples were of 
great specific gravity, showing the un- 
deniable presence of precious metal. 
Several wealthy men residing in Co- 
lusa, Butte and Tehama counties, in- 
corporated a company and sent up the 
expert to examine the ledge He sent 
back a report that the supply of ore 
was practically inexhaustible, and then 
began the trouble. 

Machinery to the value of $60,000 
was ordered from San Francisco and a 
town called Hardin City was laid off 
near the mine. Nature had favored 
the location with an abundance of 
water and an ample supply of timber 
for fuel. A road had to be constructed 


chinery upon the ground. A sawmill 
began operations at once and a big 
quartz-mil) of forty stamps was 
erected, together with a boarding-house 
big enough to accommodate a hundred 
men. A superintendent’s residence was 
also built and elegantly furnished, as 
well as a commodious office. Then 
came the revelation. 

The gold was there beyond question, 
but no way could be devised to save it.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL BILL. 


Friends of the Nicaragua Canal Bill 
will be pleased to learn that there is a 
fair prospect that the measure will 
pass at the present or the next session 
of Congress. It is reported that a peti- 
tion has been circulated among mem- 
bers of the House, addressed to Speaker 
Reed, asking that an early day be set 
aside for the consideration of the bill, 
which now reposes upon the House 
calendar. The petition, it is alleged, 
has been: signed by more than two 
hundred Republicans and fifty Demo- 
crats, constituting over two-thirds of 
the total membership of the House. 
It is further said that Congressman 
Mahon of Pennsylvania, a member of 
the sub-committee that drafted the 
bill, expresses the fullest confidence in 


‘the ability of the friends of the meas- 


ure to secure for it a practically unani- 

Let us hope that inauiiieané Mahon 
is not too sanguine in this matter. The 
measure is one which should command 
the cordial support of patriotic and 
far-sighted men in both branches of 
Congress. It is a magnificent project, 
worthy to engage the serious interest 
of this great nation. It should enlist 
the patriotic pride of all sections 
of the nation, but particularly of 
the Pacific Coast, the South, and the 
East. This grand undertaking ought 
not to be prejudiced nor embarrassed 
by sectional jealousies nor by petty 
political intrigues and prejudices. It 
is an affair of national concern, and 
ought to be treated in a generous and 
public-spirited manner, commensurate 
with the magnitude and importance of 
the interests which it involves. 

It is, of course, an open question 
whether President Cleveland would ap- 
prove this measure if it passed both 
branches of Congress. His attitude to- 
ward it has been lukewarm, at least, 
if not actively hostile. The commission 
appointed by him to investigate the 
project made an adverse report, after 
a somewhat hasty and superficial ex- 
amination, and it is freely claimed 
that the President took pains to ap- 
point commissioners who were known 
to be inimical to the enterprise, and 
whose decision was practicaly known 
in advance. Whether this be true or 
no, it is certain that the objections to 
the project, cited by the commissioners, 
have been shown to be without sub- 
stantial foundation. Competent expert 
opinions from ‘those well qualified by 
knowledge and experience to speak in 
the premises, have shown that the en- 
gineering difficulties are easily sur- 
mountable, and that the project is en- 
tirely feasible from any and every point 
of view. 


If the Nicaragua Canal Bill should 
be defeated in the present Congress, or 
should be killed by thé Presidential 
veto, it can and probably. will be re- 
vived in the next Congress, possibly at 
the extra session which is almost cer- 
tain to be called soon after the 4th of 
March. There is every reason for be- 
lieving that the enterprise would re- 
ceive favorable consideration at the 
hands of the Fifty-fifth Congress, and 
that it would encounter no hostility 
from President McKinley. 


The Pasadena News is roasting some 
of the Crown City officials for the lax 
way in which violations of the liquor 
law are being prosecuted. It has par- 
ticular reference to a drunken row in 
a restaurant of that city on Monday 
night, and says the Marshal can do 


the Council. It also charges that a 
man who violated the law (and was con- 
victed thereof) skipped off to Rands- 
burg and no effort is being made to 
enforce the terms of his bond. The 
News goes on to intimate that “drunks” 
can be had in the temperance city of 
Pasadena, as often and as cheaply as 
in Los Angeles.

TRUSTS MUST BE BE CONTROLLED. 


It seems that the promised conflict 
between Carnegie and Rockefeller, in 
the iron and stee] business, is not to 
come off, Instead of locking horns in 
a deadly encounter, these great finan- 
cial potentates have joined hands in 
an “alliance” representing an aggrega- 
tion of capital go colossal that they 
can practically control the iron and 
steel business of the country. 

Prospective conflicts between great 
aggregations of capital are very apt to 
result in this way—in an amicable al- 
liance rather than in a destructive war 
upon each other. The strong tendency 
of modern industrial and commercial 
methods is toward consolidation. Out 
of this tendency has grown the trust 
with all its evils. 

The modern trust is not the product 
of any particolar fiscal, financial or 
civic conditions, though certain polit- 
ical charlatans seek to create the im- 
pression that its lineage is thus cir- 
cumscribed. The great combinations of 
capital which are a marked’ feature of 
the business conditions of the present 
age, are tha outgrowth of world-wide 
tendencies, and they are, consequently 
of world-wide extent. The existence of 
these great combines calls for regula- 
tive and restrictive legislation. To de- 
vise such legislation, which shall be at 
once effective and just, is a serious and 
difficult task. Thus far the efforts in 
this direction have not been conspicu- 
ously successful. But the existence of 
a great evil demands a heroic remedy, 
and the needed legislation will be 
forthcoming in due time, without a 
doubt. 

This corrective and restrictive legisla- 
tion, however, must come from men of 
moderation, of sound judgment, of un- 
questioned integrity. It will not and 
cannot come from the hatf-mad ex- 
tremists who blindly inveigh against 
all wealth, nor from the impracticable 
~|men of but one idea, and that a fal- 
lacy, nor from vyague theorists, nor 
from fanatical doctrinaires. 

The conditions demanding a remedy 
are recognized. The remedy will surely 
follow, though at the present moment 
no man may be able to foretell pre- 
cisely what it will be. The people of 
this nation will not always permit 
conditions to exist under which a sin- 
gle aggregation of capital can control 
the entire business of the country in 
its particular line. To pass laws in- 
discriminately, hostile to all wealth 
and all enterprise, would be to repeat 
the disastrous feat of Samson, who in 
his blind rage brought the temple in 
ruins upon himself and all within it. 
Corrective Jegislation must be aimed, 
not at wealth, not at capital, but at the 
illegitimate use of capital to crush 
competition and to wield despotic 
power in the industrial world. This 
work will be the work of no party, but 
of the wisest. statésmanship of the age, 
supported by alid ‘representing the peo- 
ple, and aiming alone to conserve the 
public good. The freedom of exchange 
must and will be restored. The com- 
mercial domination of. the trust can 
and will be broken. - 


PATHOLOGY AND 1 PENOLOGY. 


In calling together the drectors of 
the several insane hospitals of the 
State, last week, Gov, Budd evidently 
did 80 with the very best intentions 
and merely to obtain a general con- 
sensus of opinion as to. how such in- 
stitutions could be conducted econom- 
ically without jeopardizing the wel- 
fare of the unfortunate béings placed 
there for medical treatment and safe- 
keeping. The Governor believes that 
there is too much money spent annu- 
ally for such purposes by the State; 
and yet he does not wish to act in any 
way that would look’ toward a spurious 
economy utterly in conflict with the 
promptings of genuine humanity. 

The Governor is unquestionably cor- 
rect when he says that there are many 
people of both sexes annually com- 
mitted to the asylums who have no 
right to be there. Some are old and 
indigent and their relatives send them 
to the insane hospitals in order to 
shirk the responsibility of caring for 
them properly. Again, there are men 
who drink till they become utterly ir- 
responsible, and, as there are no county 
hospitals for the proper treatment of 
dipsomania, these, too, are bundled 
off to the asylums to be gotten rid of 
either by reformation or death, gener- 
ally the latter. 


. One thing will probably be remedied, 
in this connection, by the -incoming 
Legislature. That is the rough treat- 
ment of such patients as are at times 
violent and disobedient of hospital dis- 
cipline. It is the fashion to handle 
them roughly at nearly all our insane 
hospitals, but the time is coming when 
the insane person must be treated as 
a patient and not as a prisoner. e 
is there as the result of a misfortune, 
and not of a crime; and hence he must 
be treated as a sufferer rather than Ja 
law-breaker. 3 
There can be no doubt of another 
thing—that four out of every five peo- 
ple who are kept in restraint at our 
insane hospitals, at the expense of the 
tax-payers of this State, are people 
whose relatives are abundantly able to 
pay for their maintenance while under 
the custody of the State. This is a 
plain wrong and an injustice. The 
State would be abundantly compen- 
sated for their keep at the rate of $30 
per month, and if such payment was 
rigidly enforced the burden of the tax-, 
payers would be much lighter. But one 
thing should be insisted on—that the 
insane should be treated as patients 
| and not as criminals. It is bad enough 


brutal violence. 

The first insane hospital in the 
State was established in 1853 at Stock- 
ton, with Dr. Samuel Langdon as resi- 
dent physician. He was succeeded in 
1857 by Dr. W. D. Aylette, and in 1861

1867, when Gov. Haight was elected, 
an attempt was made to oust Shurtleff 
and make room for a Democrat.

The sentiments above Gatarinted in 
Gov.

The 
humane side of the question is the 
one never to be overlooked, for of all 
deaths there is none so terrible as the 
living death. Every good citizen de- 
sires to see this sacred trust adminis- 
tered economically and yet with justice 
to the unfortunates who have bacon 
the wards of the State.

ATHLETIC COULD NOT

SCORE 
YOUTHS. 


A Placky Fight Against Odds Won 
Applause Galore for the Athletic 
Team—Incidents of the 
Game. 


Afi the eyes of all the football en- 
thusiasts in Southern California were, 
turned yesterday in the direction of 
Athletic Park, for there the husky col- 
lege youths from Berkeley were to 
grapple on the gridiron with the play- 
ers.of the Los Angeles Athletic Club, 
and everybody knew it was to be a 
battle royal and a fight to the finish. 

It proved to be just that. Berkeley 
Was the winner to be sure, but the path 
to victory was far from being a highway 
sprinkled with roses. On the contrary, 
it required all the skill and muscle 
and science and training that Berkeley 
could produce to win from the team 
put out by the Athletic Club. Some 
there were so rash as to predict that 
Athletic would best the northern 
players, but these sanguine prophets 
were no less erratic than those vain- 
glorious “rooters’”’ from Berkeley, who, 
before the game, proclaimed their be- 
lief that the college players had a soft 
thing in tackling the Athletic Club’s 
team. 

There were but few of either of these 
classes, however, the majority of the 
spectators, with the football public of 
Southern California, believing that 
while Berkeley had much the better 
chance to win, by virtue of superior 
opportunities for training, yet the 
Athelic Club boys. would give their 
friends from the North a “run for their 
money.”

Festoons of the gaily-colored ribbons 
dangled from the lapels of the men 
and the dresses of the ladies, and the 
effect of the decoration was pleasing 
and unique. 

The crowd was not the largest that 
has ever passed through the gates of 
Athletic Park, but it was big enough 
to fill every inch of space on the capa- 
cious bleachers, make the grand stand 
look fairly full of people and form a 
fringe of folks thirty feet through and 
extending about three hundred yards 
along the gridiron’s lines opposite the 
bleachers.

DESPONDENT BARRICKLOW TOOK 
MORPHINE AND DIED. 


Doctor Got Rattled and Did Nothing 
but Criticise Those Who Tried 


to Save the Man’s Life—Note Left 
by the Suicide. © 


D. W. Barricklow, 85 years old, a 
telegraph operator who came here @ 
few days ago from Kansas City and 
failed to find employment, died at the 
Receiving Hospital at 9:45 last night of 
morphine poisoning: Barricklow took the 
poison at about 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon, or possibly a little earlier, and 
left at the Western Union office a note 
for the man from whom he had bor- 
rowed 25 cents earlier in the day, osten- 
sibly to buy food but evidently to buy 
the morphine. The note was as fol- 
lows: 

“W. W. Hadley, Western Union: I 
find there is nothing left to live for 
and bid you goodby. Please wire my 
father, William Barricklow, at Coffey- 
ville, Kan. I have taken poison. 

“D. W. Barricklow.” 

When this note was found lying 
upon the counter in the “Western 
Union office, a search was made for 
Barricklow and messengers were sent 
for physicians. Barricklow was found 
in a lodging-house on First street near 
Spring, undressed and in bed in an- 
other man’s room, having evidently 
gone into the first room that he found 
open. Doctors were hard to find, and 
some of them when found refused to 
respond to the call, although they were 
told the urgency of the case. Messen- 
gers reported that Drs. Bryson and 
Lasher refused to attend, and the po- 
lice surgeon could not be found at 
once, 

Some newspaper men went’ to the 
lodging-house, and guessing that mor- 
phine might be the poison in the case, 
they took black coffee along to save 
time. found Barricklow lying 
upon the bed, unconscious, and three 
or four persons standing about doing 
nothing. One of the bystanders said 
he was a physician, but he was gazing 
helplessly at the man on the bed. He 
said he thought it was a case of 
morphine 

The newspaper men suggested that 
Barricklow be aroused and compelled 
to move about, but the physician, Dr. 


Stewart, shook head -and-said- the |- 


man was too far gone. He wanted to 
know how much poison the man had 
taken, but nobody could answer that 
question. The newspaper. men and 
telegraph men yanked: Barricklow up 
and cuffed his head and face -vigor- 
ously, while the doctor protested that 
they were “brutal’’ and unnecessarily 
severe,” and they forced the man to 
drink coffee that the doctor said was 
too hot. They got the man upon his 
feet and ran him up and down the 
hall and slapped his face, and they 
revived him so that he could walk and 
showed signs of intelligence. The 
doctor watched proceedings, but ren- 
dered no assistance, and when the man 
awakened a little he said: 
all right. There’s nothing the matter 
with him.” : 

Presently the patrol wagon arrived 
and a policeman came up and looked 
around with some interest. Another 
doctor arrived and seemed disposed to 
do something, but when he saw the 
first doctor, ' professional courtesy 
forced him to. put. his.medicine case 
in his pocket and go home. 

The amateur physicians wrapped the 
man in a blanket and carried him down 
to the street, and the policeman and 
the crowd watched them put the man 
into the wagon, which was then driven 
to the hospital. The doctor accom- 
panied Barricklow, and he was urged 
by the amateurs. to keep Barricklow 
moving,and not let him fall asleep, 
to givé him an emetic and then fill 
him up with ‘coffee. At the hospital 
Barricklow, it seems, was placed upon 
a table and permitted to lie there un- 
til another physician arrived with a 
stomach pump.. The hospital physi- 
cian applied the proper remedies, but 
Barricklow had been permitted to re- 
lapse into a stupor, and it was too 
late to save him. He was a big, mus- 
cular young man, apparently in ro- 
bust health, and as he had _ been 
aroused to consciousness and use of his 
limbs, it seems to plain, ordinary 
people that he might have been saved 
had the “brutal” treatment given by 
the amateurs been continued until 
other remedies were available. 


SHE HELD THE ‘RAIN.

Another light rain has come to cheer 
the heart of the Southern California 
farmer. It is now evident that, from 
a weather standpoint, the present sea- 
son will be all that could be desired. 

Shipments of oranges are going for- 
ward steadily, and the quality is im- 
proving as they become more ripe. Or- 
ange-growers just now are much inter- 
ested in the subject‘ of duties, and are 
coming together for the purpose of try- 
ing to induce Congress.to give them 
adequate protection. The necessity for 
such protection is shown by the fact 
that the shipments of oranges from 
Mexico to the United States have stead- 
ily increased during the past few years, 
until for the past season it is expected 
that the total will amount to 800 car-— 
loads. This would not be so important 
were it not for the fact that there is 
practically no limit to the possible in- 
crease of the industry in Mexico, as long 
as growers can make money by ship- 
ping fruit to the United States. It is 
evidently impossible for California 
growers to compete with a country 
where orange land can be had for 
about 1 per cent. of the price asked 
here, and labor for less than one-fourth 
of the wages paid in California. 

During the past week or twol there 
has been a slight falling of€ in the 
eastern demand for dried fruit, the 
markets of the East having become well 
supplied. As soon as the stocks on 
hand in the East shall have been dis- 
posed of, a good inquiry for dried fruit 
will again arise. Meantime, stocks in 


@alifornia are not heavy, and growers 


» v 


would do well to go slow about selling 


at present. 


The local fruit market is well sup- 
plied with oranges, apples and pears, 
also with guavas and other berries. The 


_ &pples come mostly from the East, and 


the pears are out of cold storage. 

Retail, dealers have been doing a fair 
holiday trade, although they complain 
that money is not so plentiful as it was 
at Christmas last year. 


California Fruits in London. 

In another column on this page we 
publish an interesting communication 
from a lady in London to the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, on the subject of Cal- 
ifornia fruits in London, and the rea- 
son why dealers there discriminate 
against these fruits. This article is 
well worthy the attention of all who 
are interested in the shipment of Cali- 
fornia fruits. 

The correspondent shows that fruit: 
from this State. generally arrives in 
London in an imperfect condition, ow- 
ing to the long journey and inadequate 
facilities for cold storage on board ship. 
In addition to this there are other rea- 


sons why California orchard products 


are discriminated against. The long 


contact with ice in transit is claimed | 


by many to spoil the flavor of the fruit. 

Those who have noticed the difference 

in flavor between fruit that has been 

kept in cold storage and fruit freshly 

picked will agree that there may be 

some foundation for this prejudice. One 

of the main obstacles found by the cor- 

respondent to a more general introduc- 

tion of California fruits in London, is 

the fact that packers in this State do 

not take pains to put up the fruit in a 

more attractive manner, so that it may 

compete on more even terms with Eu- 

ropean products, where the greatest care 

is exercised in this direction. In Euro- 

pean markets much stress is laid on at- 
tractive packing, and a difference in | 
this direction has much effect on the: 
prices realized for the product. 

In the article referred to the fact is 
emphasized that among the wealthy 
classes of England, to whom we must 
mainly look for the consumption of 
California fruits in that country, it is 
not a question of a difference of a few 
cents a pound in price, but of quality. 
Fruit imported a distance of 7000 miles 
will always remain more or less of a 
luxury in England, and those who are 
able to afford such a luxury will only 
take the very finest quality, 

It is time that our fruit-growers and 
shippers should begin to thoroughly re- 
alize the great importance of this sub- 


ject of putting up fruit in artistic and 
attractive shape. 


San Joaquin Valley Oranges. 
According to all reports received from 
Fresno, the citrus fair held in that city 
has been a great success. Oranges and 


lemons were shown from Fresno and- 
adjoining counties, and all accounts 


agree that the fruit was clean, bright 
and in good condition. : 

It appears that there is an impression 
among some of the good people in the 
San Joaquin Valley that Southern Cali- 
fornia, and particularly Los Angeles, is 
jealous of that region as an orange-pro- 


' ducing section. This impression is quite 


unfounded. In the first place, there are 
very few people down here who are 
aware that oranges are raised north of 
Tehachepi, except for ornamental pur- 
poses, while those who are aware that 
@ movement has been made in this di- 
rection do not believe that the area of 
safe citrus land in the central part of 
the State is sufficient to make serious 
competition with Southern California. 

The citrus fair at Fresno was doubt- 
less very attractive as a spectacle, and 
Was written up at great length by the 
San Francisco papers. As tar as the 
county of Fresno is concerned, however, 
it appears that it will at least be some 
time before the industry of orange- 
growing becomes an important onc. 
The Examiner correspondent at Fresno, 
in his report of the fair to that paper, 
mentions that twenty-seven carloads of 
oranges had been shipped from Fresno 
last season, as the product of 150 acres, 
and that there were 450 acres of oranye- 
orchard in the county coming into bear- 
ing.. This makes a total of 600 acres, 


- which, at the same ratio, supposing the 


trees shall not be injured by. frost, will 
in four or five years be producing about 
one hundred carloads of oranges. This 
is certainly a small affair, in contrast 
with the 2000 carloads shiped from Riv- 
éerside, and the 7000 carloads shipped 
from Southern California. It may be 
said that Fresno is only making a be- 
ginning in this industry. This has been 
said of a number of the counties in the 
central and northern part of the State

respondent above referred to admits 
that orange trees were planted in Fres- 
no county as long as tWenty years ago, 
ten years before Redlands was thought 
of, 

There is undoubtedly a strip along 
the foothills of ‘the Sierra Nevada, ex- 
tending from Kern county up into the 
central part of the State, within which 
oranges may be sucessfully grown. The 
Times believes that within compara- 
tively few years Central California will 
produce enough oranges to supply that 
section of the State north of the Te- 
hachepi, as well as Washington and 
Oregon, and, perhaps, Nevada, but we 
doubt whether the production will go 
beyond this. In any case, this section, 
which has to contend with euch big 
rivals as Florida and the Mediterrunean 
countries, is not losing any sleep over 
the shipment of twenty-seven carloads 
of oranges in one season from Fresno 
county The crop of Southern Califor- 
nia next year will probably he 10,000 
carloads. The marketing of such a crop 
will undoubtedly be a serious problem, 
but it will not make very much differ- 
ence whether it is fifty carloads or more 
or less. 


Book-keeping for Farmers. 

The Times has frequently called at- 
tention to the fact that if farmers ex- 
pect to make a profit out of their busi- 
ness they must exercise some business 
sense, and keep track of their incom- 
ings and outgoings, as carefully as fs 
done by a merchant or manufacturer. 
This idea is well brought out in. the 
following remarks, by the agricultural 
editor of the San Francisco Chronicle: 

“The study of the question of profit 
in farming involves the application to 
farming of the same business methods 
which were long ago found indispensa- 
ble in all other avocations. These 
methods include accurate data of re- 
ceipts and expenses. Lack of profit in 
farming, assuming that crops suited to 
the farm have been raised, means 
either that too little has been received 
or too much paid out. But the farmer 
has little control over receipts, since 
he cannot fix market prices. But to. 
some extent he can control expenses, 
and if he finds by experience that his 
produce costs him more than he gets 
for it his first impluse, as well as his 
actual necessity, is to reduce expense. 
“But here comes the difficulty that 
not one farmer in twenty: knows what 
he has spent his money for. Some- 
things, of course, he can tell, but when 
it comes to accounting for the greater 
part of the money which has passed 
through his hands, he simply cannot 
do it. He does not know in detail 
what he has paid out, and consequently 
cannot tell just which of his expendi- 
tures of time or money have made a 
loss. Hence in the new year he does 
not know exactly where he can save 
with the least reduction of income. 
So he goes on lopping off expenses 
blindly, and quite possibly cutting off 
the very items which made him a profit 
last year. 

“The only remedy for this is a sys- 
tem of book-keeping, ich may be 
made exceedingly simple, and yet af- 
ford the means of judging exactly 
where he can save to’ best advantage. 
We do not think any one of our readers 
will doubt the substantial truth of the 
above, and yet we presume not a sin- 
gle one of them will change his course. 
Old habits are hard to break off. But 
there is a chance that the younger gen- 
eration of armers now coming on will 
do differently. Indeed, we are pretty 
sure they will, for this keeping of ac- 
counts is one of the things that will 
have to be done by any farmer who 
expects to sustain himself.” 


The Question of Overproduction. 

One of the questions taken up at the 
State Fruit Growers’ meeting at Sac- 
ramento was that venerable one of 
overproduction, which has been to the 
front, more or less, for the past twenty- 
five years. Gen. Chipman of ited Biuff 
read an essay entitled “Should Tree 
Planting be Encouraged or Discour- 
aged?” Gen. Chipman is a vetSran in 
this line of argument, having contrib- 
uted a number of interesting papers on 
the subject during the past few years. 
He took the ‘affirmative in the treat- 
ment of the subject, making a careful 
review of the fruit market, both as to 
consumption and prices. He advised 
the planting of diversified fruit, decidu- 
ous and citrus, and showed that there 
was little to fear from overproduction. 
Gen. Chipman als) made the pertinént 
remark that if the same industry were 
displayed by horticulturists that brew- 
ers employ in forcing their product 
upon the market the fruit consumption 
could be doubled in a year. 
As The Times has frequently stated, 


. the question before the fruit srowers of 


California today is not one of overpro- 
duction, but of extending the markets 
for horticultural products. 


A New Japanese Flower. 

We are indebted to Japan for a great 
many new and valuable plants, trees 
and flowers. Scarcely a month passes 
without the introduction into the Unit- 
ed States of some horticultural prod- 
uct from that interesting, country. One 
‘of the latest flowers received from Ja- 
pan is an iris, of large size and many 
colors, varying from light pink to the 
darkest purple, drawin:s of which may 
be seen at the seed department of the 
Germain Fruit Company in this city, 
who have received a consignment of 
bulbs. There are over fifty shades of 
color of this flower, which grows in 
moist places near podns and rivers. It 
grows from clumps. like the lily cf the 
valley. Specimens of this flower may 
soon be seen growing at the Chamber of 
Commerce. 


An Ignorant Commercial Agent. 
_A dispatch gives a digest of a report 
on the coming orange crop, made by 
United States Commersial Agent Hunt- 
ington at Castellamare, in Sicily. 
Among other things, Mr. Huntington 
gives an opinion on the subject of tar- 
iff on oranges and Jemons, and says: 
‘A duty on the fruit itself will destroy 
the trade entirely and deprive the 
masses in the United States of health- 
ful, cheap fruit.”” He advocates, how- 
ever, a duty on boxes made of foreign 
wood. Mr. Huntington appears to be 
densely ignorant in regard to the or- 
ange product of this country, or he 
would not fear that the people of the 
United States would have to go with- 
out oranges/as long as California is

Why the London Market Discrimin- 
ates Againat California Fruits. 

A lady writing from London to the 
San Francisco Chronicle thus sets forth 
the caues ‘which «interfere with the 
sales of California fruits in the London 
market: 


“Apart from the disadvantage of its 
generally arriving at market in an im- 
perfect condition, owing to the Jong 
journey and the altogether inadequate 
facilities for cold storage aboard ship, 
I found there ‘existed ‘other reasons 
why California orchard and garden 
products are discriminated against. 
While I believe many of the objections 
to be based on nothing more substantial 
than rank prejudice, still they are 
facts, and work to California's disad- 
vantage. 

“In an interview with the chef of 
White’s Club I was informed that the 
reason why California fruit is excluded 
from the menu. card of that aristocratic 
resort is because of its inferior flavor 
compared wth the French and Italian 
product, This result is due, in the chef’s 
opinion, to its long contact with ice in 
transit, which totally deprives it of its 
original delicate taste. Speaking of to-. 
matoes, he said: ‘I have on several oc- 
casions given American tomatoes a 
trial, but never with any satisfaction. 
The canned tomatoes never come uni- 
form in the first place; there is no way 
of forming a rule as to their use. Now, 
with the French article we know their 
‘quality to a degree. When we are pre- 
paring a dish that calls for just so much 
of a certain flavoring we have to have 
an article that can be relied upon, oth- 
erwise the dish is ruined. We always 
use the French or Italian tomatoes; 
they are smaller, but their strength 
is concentrated, and they are of a su- 
perior flavor. The California tomatoes 
are more than half water.’ ; 

“At St. Stephen's Club I was told 
practically the samé thing; quality be- 
ing the only object; they had no use 
for the California product. ‘Another ob- 
jection to your tomatoes,’ said the 
chef, ‘is@#he way they are put up. They 
are usually all mashed beyond recog- 
nition and cannot be sliced to orna- 
ment a dish. The French tomatoes come 
out of the can hard and whole as when 
fresh gathered.’ 

“On ‘inquiring at various stores I 
found the American tomatoes, both 
fresh and Canned, to be the cheapest 
in the market, so that it is not on the 
score of price that our product is in 
disfavor in London. The French, Italian 
and the English hothouse tomatoes 
fetch from -12 to 25 cents. per ; pound 
fresh, according to the locality in 
which they are sold. while the Ameri- 
can product sells for less than one- 
fourth of-that price. 

“Most of the London chefs are either 
French or Italian, as are the principal 
fruit dealers, and they naturally favor 
the product of their native land to 
the utmost that is in their power, and 
seek to cast discredit on any: that may 
come ¢in competition with them. «To 
this influence I largely ascribe the 
prejudice in London against California 
fruit. I recollect one instance which 
verifies this belief. While making ‘a 
purchase in a store kent by an Italian 
I remarked on the unusually seedy ap- 
pearance of some apples he had for-sale, 
whereupon -he replied. ‘Well, you see, 


they come from California.’ As a mat- 
ter of fact, they had no more seen Cal- 


ifornia, than he had. 

“That there are other transgressors in 
this direction is evident, for in London 
all the bad fruit comes from Califor- 


during a conversation that the preju- 
dice of nationality in the great metrop- 
olis was something approaching: the 
unbearable. As an instance he cited 
the case of an Italian lady who or- 
dered macaroni, and to whom, by mis- 
take, he gave the French make. She 
came back in a terrible rage, as if con- 
sidering herself grievously insulted, and 
the return of her money or 
macaroni that had been made in her 
own beloved Italy. I thought at the 
time that if Americans would only be 
half as clannish, or patriotic (as you 
prefer) how materially it would bene- 
fit their country. 

“There can be no denying the fact, 
however, that our canners do not prt 
up their goods in the most attractive 
manner. Speaking with the manager 
of one of the army and navy codépera- 
tive stores on the subject he informed 
me that the sole objection of his cus- 
tomers to California canned fruit con- 
sisted, as far as he could learn, in the 
manner in which it was put up. ‘If 
California would put up its choice fruit 
in glass jars, as do the French, it would 
find a readier sale and command a 
higher price. At the best tables pre- 
served fruit is now put on in its orig- 
inal package, and, of course, cans are 
out of the question.’ 

“While in New York my attention 
Was attracted to some particularly fine 
grapes on display in a frbit store at 
the corner of Fiftieth street and Sev- 
enth avenue. I learned with surprise 
that they were imported from London, 
being a hothouse product, and that 
they sold for $2.50 per pound. The deal- 
er told me that not only did he experi- 
ence no difficulty in obtaining that 
fancy price, but, also, the demand was 
such that he could sell all that could be 
supplied. There was nothing extraor- 
dinary about their flavor (certainly 
California produces as good,) but every 
bunch was most perfect. When I state 
that exactly the same product sells 
in London at 45 cents to $1 per pound, 
according to locality, it can readily be 
seen that there is money in catering 
to the best market, and that it is a pay- 
ing investment for the fruit-grower to 
expend a little care and attention upon 
his product. 

“Canada wisely protects its horticul- 
turists by a tariff on fruit from the 
United States. I found Canadian 
grapes selling in Northwestern Onta- 
rio, in the season, at 25 and 50 cents 
per pound, and pears, inferior, at 30 
cents per dozen; while California could 
have given them the product at half 
the figure after allowing for handsome 
profits to both grower and dealer. 

“After seeing the famous olive groves 
of Provence, I must confess I cannot 
see any obstacle to California captur- 
ing the world’s market in this partic- 
ular, unless prejudice is unconquerable. 
Not only are our olives larger than 
those of France, but they are of a 
fresher hue and of* greatly superior 
flavor.”’ 


As an illustration of the minur ways 
in which a creamery may be tnade to 
pay, the Livermore Herald says: ‘“Su- 
perintendent Dunn of the creamery 
bought a lot of lank and hungry hogs 
a month ago for $3 a head. A butter- 
milk diet has in this short time made 
them portly and important, and Mr. 
Dunn is asking $7.50 each for them.”

“The ideal cow,” he said, “is not 
large; she weighs about one thousand 
pounds; she is something like a race- 
horse, for speed in the horse and 
milk in the cow are allied.

Why? Simply.on account of her brain 
power. It means strong nerve force, 
and that means action later on. I 
Want a thin neck and retreating 
brisket. The above and below 
must nog be straight, or she will steai 
from you; I want her slightly depresst a 
ben'nd the shoulders, with sharp 
chin;I don’t want too straight a biack- 
bone. She must have large organs of 
reproduction—you don’t want a cow 
With @ straight’ back; I want her wedge 
shaped. I want two wedges, large in 
rear and large heart girth, i.e., wide 
between forward legs, sharp shoulders 
This gives me large heart action and 
the strong arterial.circulation I want. 
Then last, but by no means least, she 
must have a good udder, for one-half 
of the value of the cow is in her ud- 
der. She should have a long udder 
from nt to rear. Then 3h? must 
have a good handle on each corner cf 
her udder. And why? Because if she 
gives two pails of milk a day it is a 
naiter of some labor to milk her.’ 


Keep the Cows Clean. 
(Auckland News:) The skin of an 
animal is an active excreting agent, 
and a large quantity of foul matter 


jis thus removed by it from the blood. 


All| this matter will dry on the skin, 
an not removed frequently will 
cover. it and clog the numerous pores 
by which the effete matter escapes. 
This dried matter is most easily loos- 
ened by the card made of fine wires 
and acting like a comb, and a stiff 
brush then completes the cleansing of 
the skin by removing these loosened 
scales. Besides, the skin is continually 
changing, scales of dried tissue loosen- 
ing in the form of dandruff,.while the 
new tissue is formed under them. It 
is in this way that in time the 
whole of the skin is renewed. All this 
dead and impure matter acts as a fer- 
ment on milk, and will cause it to 
sour or* take on an unpleasant odor 
very quickly. Thus it is not only nec- 
essary to: keep the cows clean, but to 
remove this matter, from the skin be- 
fore each milking by the use of a card 
and brush , 


Dairy Cows in Soutnern California, 


The following was read before the 
Dairymen’s Association in Los Angeles, 
September 25, by George F. Platt: 

The subject of dairy cattle is one of 
such scope and importance, represent- 


ing as it does an industry 
idly assuming such immense propor- 
tions, that to enter into it in all its 
details would make a longer article 
than I have time for today. So I will 
confine my remarks to a brief history 
or the origin and devlopment of the 


improved dairy stock found in this lo- 


cality at the present time. For the his- 
torical matter mentioned in this article 


I am indebted to many of the members | 


of this associatten, and, while not be- 
ing absolutely correct, undoubtedly the 
information furnished by them is as 
accurate as if obtainable. 

The introduction of dairy cattle into 
Southern California dates back to those 
driven her by the early pioneers, the 
class of stock found here at that time 
being such as the native Californians 
had driven here from Mexico and were 
a wild, untamed type that roamed the 
hills and plains, being of no value as 
dairy stock, With the possible exception 
of a few head. of domesticated cows 
brought here by the Franciscan friars, 
of which we have no authentic data. 
The first improved stock was brought 
here by the Mormons, who, under the 
guidance of Col. J. A. Kelting, settled 
in San Bernardino Valley, over fifty 
years ago, bringing their herds with 
them. | 

In 1859 Messrs. J. Sanford and J. 
Young brought with them from the San 
Joaquin Valley a herd of cows that 
they had driven across the plains in ’54. 
These were a good class of dairy cows, 


mostly high-grade Durhams,’and were [ 


undoubtedly descendents of the old 
long-horned Durhams imported from 
England into America by a society 
formed in Massatnusetts known as the 


Society tor the Promotion of Agricul- 
‘ture in the Commonwealth of Massa- 


chusetts, whcse blood was scattered to 
all the Eastern and many of the West- 
ern States, and probably did as much 
for the improvement of dairy cattle as 
any blood ever brought to this conti- 
nent. 

The first registered stock brought 

here were the improved Durhams, or, 
as they are now styled, Shorthorns, 
which wer introduced by the Hon. L. J. 
Rose, associated with Ben Wilson, 
about the year 1863. They. had their 
ranches in the San Gabriel Valley. The 
descendants of this stock became scat- 
tered throughout Southern California. 
_ In 1871 Peter Saxe, a northern breeder 
and importer of some note, shipped to 
Los Angeles several bulls, mostly Jer- 
Ww. Orr of Norwalk and. 
James Durfee of El Monte, cach secur- 
ing one of these. The progeny of these 
sires did much to stimulate a desire for 
a better class of cows, as at about this 
time the dairy interests began to at- 
tract some attention and there began to 
be considerable demand for good but- 
ter-producers. 

With the completion of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad from the north there 
was quite a demand for some of the ex- 
cellent dairy blood that had already 
been introduced into many of the 
larger established herds of the: north- 
ern counties. 

J. H. Slauson brought a small herd 
of Jerseys, whose progeny were inter- 
mingled with the graded stock already 
here, Carter and Gilmore getting out 
crosses from this herd which they con- 
tinued to improve by obtaining in 1583 
from George Bermount of Redwood 
City, Cal., registered Ayrshires which, 
crossed on their grade Jerscys, pro- 
duced. some most excellent cows. In 
1875 F. J. Barretto brought with him 
from New York fifteen head of regis 
tered Jerseys. This herd contained 
many animals of the best blood that up 
to that time had been imported from 
the Jersey Islands, having for their 
ancestors sires and dams whose names 
are looked upon as carrying sreat 
worth to the pedigree of the most fash- 
ionable blood found among Jerseys to- 
day. If the practice of inbreeding had 
not been followed so persistently in this 
herd, no doubt they would have made 
a reputation equal to many of the fea- 
mous herds in the East, as many -f its 
numbers were exceptionally deep and 
persistent milkers, ossessing grand 
constitutions, as demonstrated by the 
fact ‘that the first female born to this 
herd, -Barretto’s Mariposa, No. 36,821, 
is now in the Enterprise dairy herd. 
She is now past her eighteenth birth- 
day, but is still producing and her 
grand-dam, Kaiserina, died last No- 
vember, being then over 24° years old. 
These cows have probably achieved 
more honors by the number and value 


of their progeny than any family in [f 


Southern California. 

In 1876 J. F. Davidson brought and 
located in the semi-moist land south 
of Los Angeles, a number of good reg- 
istered Jerseys; but while this blood 
was crossed into the surrounding 
herds there was no effort made to per- 
petuate their purity. 

In 1879 C. A. Coffman of Ranchito 
secured the Shorthorn bull “Ashland” 
whose descendants can be easily found 
and recognized in many herds by their 
characteristic white color and rich ycl- 
low skins, nearly all of them being 
good as extraordinary milkers. 

In 1884 there was a herd of nine head 
of choice Jerseys shipped here by Dr. 
G. A. Varnum, a veteran breeder of 
Missouri. This herd was soon after 
purchased by the Platt Bros., the de- 
scendants of these animals finding their 
way into many of the best dairy herds 
in this locality. | 

The first introduction of Holstein 
blood dates from the spring of 1884 
whén a carload from the famous herd 
of Smith, Powell & Lamb of Syracuse, 
N. Y., were secu by some ten or 
twelve different dairymen, most of 
their shioment being bulls. This stock, 


that is rap- |" 


by their grand dairy forms and rugged, 
hearty appearance, so pleased all who 
saw them that another carload was 
bought the following spring. The de- 
scendafits from these importations are 
now perhaps more noticable by their 
black and white markings than any 
co breed that has been introduced 

In 1890 the Lynwood Dairy and Stock 
Farm bought a small carload of 
Guernseys from the noted “Old Brick’ 
herd, Roslyn, L. I. There have also 
been two other importations of this 
breed of -cattle. 

I have thus briefly made mention of 
some of .the most important importa- 
tions of dairy. breeds in Southern Cali- 
fornia. I have not, in all probability, 
included them all, but have mentioned 
those that have been most prominent 
in producing the type of dairy cattle 
found here at the present time. 

There are now, south of the Tehach- 
epi range of mountains, approximately 
fifty thousand head of milch cows. 
most of them being a good class of 
dairy stock, well graded up with the 
blood of these early importations. The 
Jerseys, Shorthorns ard Holsteins pre- 
dominated in the order named. 

Since the advent of the creameries 
and codperative dairying there have 
been several shipments of Jerseys se- 
lected from the best butter families 
in the East, notably St. Lamberts, 
Combinations, Coomassies and Signals, 
and with the greater attention now 
paid to the quality of milk ‘we will 
probably continue to increase in the 
number of pure-bred herds, as with 
the lessons the Babcock tester teaches 
the progressive dairymen of the future 
will not be content with an animal 
Saved from some good old family cow 
to head his herd, but will want a bull 
that has for his ancestors sires that 
have produced daughters with big 
milk and butter records from dams 
that have authenticated tests of from 
forty to fifty pounds of milk per day 
and fourteen to twenty-five pounds (or 
more) of butter per week. 

There is no reason why we should 
not be able to equal or exceed the 
records made by many families of Jer- 


seys in the East, for we have a climate 


second to none in the world for the 
growth and development of domestic 
animals, have foods rich in milk and 
butter-producing elements, in fact 
have everything necessary, with per- 
sistent, well-directed efforts, to make 
this locality one of the greatest dairy 
regions of the world. 


“It is a reflection upon the enterprise 
of farmers in this section, that during 
the past holiday season turkeys have 
been imported to Los Angeles by the 
carload. It is true that turkeys cannot 
stand the hot weather of the interior 
section of Southern California, as the 
heat comes when they are young, but 
there is no better climate in the world 
for the turkey than that of the section 
near the ocean. Southern California 
should stop importing turkeys, and 
keep the money at home. 


Poultry in the Orchard. 


(H. G. Keesling, San José, in Califor- 
nia Cultivator:) Poultry and _ fruit- 
growing combined is a favorite topic, 
but has been written of so much that it 
would seem that all are familiar with 
the subject. However, as time passes 
Wwe get more experience and new devel- 
opments’ arise which change our 
methods of management, and give us a 
keener insight into the economy of the 
farm or the orchard. 

For ten years or more, I was almost 
a poultry enthusiast. When I left 
home to begin work for myself, my 
mother gave me a dozen black pullets, 
and in all my after experience in rais- 
ing many breeds of poultry, I have 
never possessed or seen any fowls that 
have given me so much genuine pleas- 
I learned from these dozen chickens 
a bit of advice it. would be well for all 
poultry-raisers to heed. This dozen did 
well; roosted in trees and didn’t get 
lousy; had scraps from my table and 
the unlimited range of fifteen acres. 
Perhaps five times that number would 
have done equally well, but ten times 
would not, unless they had had more 
trouble and care. 

- When we talk of poultry in the or- 
chard it seems to imply to some minds, 
at least, that the ground must be as 
fully occupied with chickens as with 
trees It might seem a little ridiculous 
to suggest that as trees make good 
roosting-places for chickens a full com- 
‘bination of poultry and fruit would 
mean every tree is expected 'to bear, 
not a load of fruit alone, but a dozen 
chickens as well. ... | 

Fruit and poultry in combination 
make a-very pleasing theory, and if 
the owner and manager be as good a 
poultry-raiser as he is. fruit-grower, 
and vice versa, all is well, if not-——? 

The principal ‘advantage of a combi- 
nation of fruit and poultry-raising is 
the occupation of the same ground and 
to a mutual benefit. Chickens of the 
larger breeds will do no damage to 
fruit even when ripe, as they won't fly 
into the trees, but if any of the high- 
flyer varieties are kept'.they will have 
to be confined in pens during fruit sea- 
son. 

Poultry does the orchard goed by de- 
stroying insect enemies, and in their 
search for them they pulverize the top 
of the ground to some extent;-thus aid- 
ing in retaining moisture. .._ 

Probably the greatest benefit from 
poultry in the orchard is the rich fer- 
tilizer they produce. 

Assuming, then, that the two busi- 
nesses go well together, all that re- 
mains is to study andexperiment in or- 
der to get best results from both.

The Salt Question Again. 

For some time past a discussion has 
been going on in the columns of the 
American Cultivator in regard to 
whether horses need salt or not. In 
the following communication from J. J. 
Pleasure of Montreal, which appeared 
in the Cultivator of December 12, the 
writer appears to have the best of the 
argument: 

“I was greatly interested in the dis-. 
cussion in your paper some months 
ago as to whether horses require salt 
or not, and followed it attentively. In 
an article entitled ‘Do Horses Require 
Salt? your well-informed corespond- 
ent, the author, rather overestimated 
its value I think, unless it is used in 
very small doses. I admit that a lim- 
ited use of salt may be good, but the 
fact that the animals resort to salt 
beds does not seem to me to prove 
to any great extent that it is indis- 
pensable to them, and we have no par- 
ticular inmformation as to whether 
they will eat too much so as to give 
them colic or not 

“T think the eagerness displayed by 
some animals for it is a sort of craze, 
or a resultof adisturbed condition of the 
stomach, the same as the desire to eat 
clay or dirt at times. Some years ago 
I raised a colt that was a great dirt 
eater. He died, and an examination 
showed that to have been the cause. 
I have had considerable exeprience 
with road horses, and salt was used so 
sparingly in my stable that a teacupf 
lasted the four animals I used for a 
time. 
longs to its effect on the bones, the | 


account of the bad effect both on the 
teeth and gums. A friend of mine, 
who spent many years of his life on the 
pee catching wild horses, and who 


also lived for seven years among: 


the Indians, told me the Indians in 
the climate where he was did not. use 
salt in preserving their meats. They 
simply dried it, and it was much better, 
not being so hard as if it had been 
salted. This man never used it on his 
horses. 

“As to salt increasing the diffusion 
of fluids through: the membranes, I 


should say the water assists more than. 


the salt, and while some poisons in the 
system are eliminated by a sutficient 
quantity of water, I do not think it 
necessary to give salt to increase the 
thrist which accompanies their pres- 
ence. 
“Many give their horses salt, ashes, 
tobacco and worse mixtures, and all 
have good excuses for doing it. They 
will tell you how they have seen horses 
lick aghes, eat tobacco, etc., and so 
they infer it must be necessary or the 
animals would not crave for it. Well, 
I suppose if anybody’s colt stands with 
both feet in the feed box of-his stall, 
two and one-half feet higher than his 
stall floof;, that must be healthy, and 
we had better begin and teach all the 
colts to do likewise. 
“Horses have to learn to eat salt, and 
after they learn they. grow to like it. 
They also learn to like sugar, to eat 
pine boards, but they don’t need these. 
and are better off without them. What 
are they given salt for? To create a 
thirst, to drink more water, to increase 
the work of the kidneys and to make 
them perspire more. | 
“Not my horses, some .other fellow’s 
animals, can have it. Why, the phos- 
hates furnished bythe grass for the 
ones of animals does: not leave them 
in that unfinished state that they re- 
quire salt to perfect them. Use salt 
as a medicine only and your horses 
will be. greatly benefited. Of course, 
if they are healthy they will not re- 
quire medicine.’ If their owner sees ‘to 
it that they have plenty of good food, 
pure water, pure air, sunlight and ex- 
ercise, they will get. along. well without 
salt, and giso much. other dosing that 
y is often given horses. 
Where salt does horses the most 
good is in some particular kind of food. 
Cut feed, meal, hay, etc., fed wet are 
said to be unsafe to feed in hot weather 
unless well salted. This may do for 
horses on slow work, but do not. make 
the mistake of ‘teaching your roadster 
to like salt more and more every day 
of his life.. Cut-off half: the -quantity 
you now give him, and keep reducing 
it as long as he does well,. and Y think 
you will soon give small doses at long 
intervals, and I guess Mr. Murray, the 
writer of the interesting article, ‘Do 
Horses Require Salt?’ is of the same 
opinion. It will not do to give the 
horses all the salt they want, any more 
than it would to give them all the 


water or feed they think they require.” 


There is no doubt that the coming 
year will witness the establishment of 
several beet-sugar factories in South- 
ern California. The certainty that ad- 
equate production will be given to the 
American sugar industry by Congress, 
is turning the attention of capitalists 
in this direction. Meantime, farmers 
who believe that their section possesses 
a soil suitable for the culture of the 
sugar beet would do well to club to- 
gether, obtain first-class séed. and 
plant some sample patches in various 
localities, which they could have tested 
next season. Capitalists who go into 
the business of manufacturing beet 
sugar, which involves a large expendi- 
ture of money, want to be sure of what 
they should do before they begin. 


Potato Yield. 


(Farm, Stock and Home:) The aver- 
age yield of potatoes per acre in the 
United States is from sixty to ninety 
bushels. In the island of Jersey, that 
tight little island of the fine cows 
and the superfine potatoes—the average 
ield of the latter is 333 bushels an 
cre, with instances not a few of yields 
of 500 to bushels to the acre. Of 


Jersey, for the whole island contains 
less than 28,000 acres, with about 19,000 
arable, and farms are very small, many 
of them containing three acres or less 
and the largest has but fifty acres. This 
makes the most intensive farming nec- 
essary, hence the yield of potatoes 
noted. Such results and such condi- 
tions prove that large farms are not 
nessary, and that in fact, they may be 
of the greatest disadvantage, particu- 
larly where not thoroughly cultivated. 
‘Ten acres enough,’’ is not so absurd a 
proposition as is generally supposed.

THE BEST OF ITS KIND. | 


FIRE-DEP ARTMENT HOUSE 
ON THE COAST. 


Thousands of Visitors to the New 
Hendquarters of Engine Com- 
pany No, 8—An Exhibition Hitch- 
ing Drill—The Record Broken. 


Los Angeles has: the best-appointed 
fire-engine-house on the Pacific Coast. 
This is no idle boast. 
van of San Francisco, R. 8. Chapman 
of the Boston Woven Hose Company, 
and Mr. Bowers of the Bowers Rubber 
Company of San Francisco inspected it 
the other day. and all agreed that 
there was not an engine-house west of 
the Rocky Mountains that could be | 
compared with it. 

The new engine-house, which is the 
pride of the force as well as of the city, 
is located on the east side of Hill street, 
a few doors north of Fourth. It is 
headquarters for engine No. § and truck 
RB. Engine No. 8 is the one that took 
the premium at the Chicago World’s 
Fair before it was purchased by the 
citys It is a beautiful machine, and 
wutte in keéping with the other ap- 
pointments of the new engine-house. 
Hook-and-ladder truck B will shortly 
arrive from the East. It will be the 
finest of its kind, and will be a valu- 
able addition to the fire apparatus of 
the city. 

The new quarters were moved into 
last Wednesday. For three days the 
crew has been keeping open house, and 
it is estimated that at least 5000 people 
have visited the establishment. Every 
one is delighted with the place. 

The building belongs to A. Reithmil- 
ler, and was erected for the city on a 
five vears’ lease. Then rental is $175 a 
month for the first two years, and $200 
a month the rest of the term, with the 
option for the city to buy the propery 
then, if it sees fit. 

The Fire Commissioners gave Chief 
Moore. Assistant Chief Smith and 
Electrician Francis full discretion in 
the arrangement and furnishing of the 
building, and they made a good job of 
it. Everything is as neatly and con- 
veniently arranged as could be desired, 
and a more cozy fire house cannot be 
found anywhere. 

All the electrical contrivances known 
to modern science for signaling, light- 
ing, opening doors, eic., have been 


Francis has added some new devices 
of his own invention in the way of 
switch-Doards, ete. So perfect is the 
arrangement that at the stroke of the 
gxong twenty-five electric lights imme- 
diately blaze forth, the doors fly open, 
the horses are loosed, and everything 
is in readiness for the men to be off to 
the scene of the conflagration. 

An exhibition drill was given last 
evening, in the presence of several hun- 
dred spectators, that eclipsed all pre- 
vious efforts of the kind in this city. 
The lights were all turned out, the 
doors were closed and the men all un- 
dressed and went to bed. Then the 
gong was sounded, and in just nine- 
teen seconds after the first stroke of the 
bell, Toby was hitched to the Chief’s 
buggy, Ned “and Duke were attached 
to the hosecart and Con and Jerry, 
a magnificent pair of grays, were 
hooked ‘to the engine, and the drivers 
and crew were all in their ’places and 
ready to cash away. Maj. George H. 
Pike and Assistant Fire Chief Smith 
held the watches and each recorded 
just nineteen second from the time the 
song. sounded till the wheels of the 
hose-wagon sprung the trap. that) 
threw the doors open. The spectators 
broke out in applause at this expedi- 
tious performance. 

There are nine stalls for horses in 
the building. It is, in fact, the only 
nine-horse engine-house on the Coast, 
seven generally being the limit. It is 
intended that there shall be three 
horses for the engine, three for the 
hook-and-ladder truck, two for the 
hose-wagon and one for the Chief's 
buggy. The stalls are all so located 
that the horses have but a few feet 
to run to get under the harness. The 
horses are let out of the stalls by the 
stroke of the gong. The sanitary con- 
dition of the stalls is perfect, each hav- 
ing a separate system of plumbing, all 
so arranged that it is impossible for 
stench or filth to accumulate. The 
Board of Health inspected the build- 
ing a few .days ago and pronounced 
the sanitary arrangements perfect. 
There is a closed elevator’ shaft 
through which all the offal is con- 
veyed to the basement, where the sup- 
plies of wood and coal and heating ap- 
paratus for the engine, etc., are kept. 
The hay and grain are kept in closed 
compartments in the north wall of the 
building, and are conducted to the 
main floor by chutes. There is no sug- 
gestion of a stable anywhere. 

The men have most comfortable 
quarters on the second floor. A wind- 
ing stairway leads to a sitting-room 
where there are chairs and tables for 
the use of the men when off duty. Ad- 
joining this room is a nicely-furnished 
bedroom for the accommodation of the 
Chief when he chooses to make that 
his headquarters; also a bathroom and 
office. A private stairway leads from 
the street to the Chief’s quarters. 

The men’s dormitory is a large, airy 
room in the center of the second story. 
It is furnished with clean white cots, 
placed near the “greased” poles, down 
which the firemen slide when an alarm 
is given. Assistant Chief Smith says 
the men have about seventy-three feet. 
less to travel from their beds to their 
vehicles than they had ‘in thetr old 
quarters.
